The living insti- 
tutions of christianity have beer in the first 
instance its power and in the second its 
damnation.

‘There are churches where people 
get together because they are so good, and 
they let the rest of the world go to damna- 
tion, unless they can hire some missionary 
togo and preach tothem. Such churches 
are of no use. A church needs the poor and 
the sinful among its members, A church is 
strong in that it has in it something of every- 
thing. Ido not disown creeds, particularly 
my own [laughter], but I criticise them in 
that they are partial. The power of the 
creed is relatively small. ‘The power of the 
spiritof humanity is relatively great. A 
good life cures.a bad creed. This principle 
of elective affinity is one of the great social 
dangers. 1 look with very great interest at 
the change going on in Great Britain, at the 
change that will come when every man in 
Great Britain has the suffrage.

The Missing Judge Suddenly Re- 
turns to His Home. 


He Receives a Post-Dispatch Interviewef and 
Declares all Published Stories About Him 
Without Foundation—His Appearance—A 
Statement in Preparation for the Press. 


Judge Chester H. Krum returned to his 
family last night. He came in on the six 
o’clock Missouri Pacific train from the west 
and was met at the depot by his father, John 
M. Krum, and a particular friend. After a 
quiet greeting the trio repaired to the 
father’s fésidence, 2724 Mortan streét, and a 
short timé thereafter the until then missing 
attorney WA8 seen sitting on the steps at the 
front door enjoying the evening breeze. 
News of his arrival reached the 


morning newspaper offices and they sent 
out their smartest reporters to interview. 
Witb the usual luck the smart reporters failed 
to get any interview; they commufed for a 
minutes with the electric button at 

ohn M. Krum's doer, seratched their left 
eats for fresh pointers, and then went back 
to their offices, like Hiawatha from his chase 
through the snow-wreathed forest—empty- 
headed, heavy-hearted. One of them, more 
enterprising than the rest, ascertained that 
Judge Krum would make a st&tément this 
morning. He might, in the interest of truth 
and to complete the item, have added that 
the judge would make this statement to the 
Post-DisPpaTcH. This he has done, in aa 
interview that appears in this column. 

JUDGE Kk LEFT THE CITY 

under mysterious circumstances on April 26, 
a day or two after he had been cited to appear 
in the probate Court as adininistfator of the 
Ford and Bell estates to render au account 
of his stewardship. Nothing was said about 
his absence for four or five weeks. ‘Theu 
the contradictory explanations of his inti- 
mate frieuds und relatives gave a doubtful 
coloring to his disappearance. It was stated 
at one Lime tha. he was sick at Chicago; at 
another that his wife had gone to his bed- 
side in the Lake City: then that he was in 
New York sick: again, that he had taken 
passage for Europe; further, that he had 
broken down undera severe mental strain, 
and was a wanderer in parts unknown. 
Then rumors tlew on every wind, varying in 
character from those of purely personal in- 
tefest to others involving his business rela- 
tions. with the community. ‘The latter 
stories took something like definite 
shape when John Chandler, 
attorney for Mrs. Manning, stated iu 
a positive and most emphatic manner 
last Friday, in open court, that Judge Krum, 
as administrator of the Ford estate, had 
made false and fraudulent returns, involving 
au amount reaching close to $2,500 kn one 
item. Mr. Chandler’s deciaration was made 
in court when application was filed for the 
appointment of anew administrator, Judge 

rum having failed to respond to the elta- 
tion of the court to appear. John M. Krum’s 
réfusal to turn over the box containing the 
papers of the estate, and the final placing of 
the trustin the hands of the public admin- 
istrator, furnished further grounds for gos- 
sip, andthe matter was placed before the 
readers of the PosT-VDIsPATCHd in as fair 
and impartial a way as the circumstances 
permitted, On Saturday it was discovered 
that the papers in the matter of the estate of 
Wm, Robertson, who on June 12, 188,2 had 
made an assignment to Judge Krum, were 
missing. ‘The only entries of record in the 
circuit court in this casewere the filing of the 
assignee's bond on June 26, the appointment 
of appraisers, on June 27, and the order of 
court on the assignee to accept Wm. Barr's 
bid of $42,656 05 for the Robertson stock. 
Mr. Jos. Franklin, of the Barr Company, 
showed receipts for the amount paid to the 
assignee, and as no newspaper notice of a 
dividend in settlement could be found, 
and the PostT-DIsPATCH, which had 
a claim for $49 or 880 against the 
estate, had received no portion of its claim, 
the inference was drawn thatno settlement 
had been made by the assignee. This, 
however, was contradicted by other eredi- 
tors who stated that they had been paid 
from 50 to 60 per cent of their demands 
which would explain the disbursement o 
the amount received from the Wm. Barr 
company. Basing the deduction upon the 
facts stated, even by veopie who pretended 
the utmost friendliness to Judge Krum the 
assertion was made that as assignee and ad- 
ministrator the missing lawyer's accounts 
were not iti good . shape, and 
in balancing them a deficiency 
would probably be found.

From April 26 until June 10, when a tele- 
gram was received from Sacramento from 
detective Clarence Newcomb, embodying 
the information that Judge Krum had been 
in San Francisco and was then en route 
to Ogden, nothing was known 
of the  _whereabouts of the missing 
attorney. His household furniture had been 
mortgaged, his home broken up, and his law 
library, the finést in this section of the coun- 
try. hypothecated. Relatives and friends,up to 
the receipt olf Newcomb’s telegram kept their 
lips sealed, either from choice or necessity. 
His arrival in Ogden was chronicled last 
Monday, followed by his disappearance in

‘REINECKE'S STORY. 


He Charges a Miner With Attempting 
to Blow up His Mine. 


Mr. C. Reinecke, proprietor of the Rein- 
ecke coal mine in IIlinois, invited a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter into his office this morn- 
ing, and announced that he had an item of 
news for him. Offering the scribe a seat, 


he began: 

„Reinecke Station, where one of my coal 
mines is located, was, yesterday, the scene 
of a gunpowder explosion, which would 


have swept away the whole town had 
circumstances been more favorable. At the 
time of the strikes, some time ago, I found 
it necessary to order some of the miners who 
refused to work to leave the houses, so as to 
make room fer others that I sent out from 
the city. Among them was one Martin 
O'Malley. During the strike he acted as a 
spy for the rioters and gave some trouble, 
and, all in all, was very objectionable. So we 
wanted to get cleat Of him. He left the 
house, which was a large twelve-room tena- 
ment, on the 27th of May. Inthe middle of 
this house stands a latge chimney, into 
which the stovepipes from the rooms occu- 
led by the families on each side enter. 
here is a cavity at the bottom of this 
chimney, or just below where the pipes 
enter, which was leftin building it for the 
urpose of holding the falling soot. 
Before O'Malley took his de- 
parture he cleaned out that cavity 
and emptied into it a twenty-five pound keg 
of blasting powder. For féar the powder 
might explode before he got away from the 
jace, he covered it with a small quilt that 
E wife used for covering the baby’s cradle. 
he numerous rains that we h&ve had dur- 
ing the last few. weeks dampened the 
powder, I expect, so that it had to 


take some 6 to dry out ogore 
igniting. On, Saturday last we ed 
a family out ffom the city into the hduse. 
Yesterday morning the powder exploded, 
scattering bricks, soot, stones and house 
furniture in all directions and terrifying the 
ten or fifteen eceupants of the house out of 
their senses. No one Was hurt, but had the 

wder all been dry and in good condition 
here would not have been a vestige of the 
house left, andit is quite likely that the 
buildings on all sides would have been de- 
stroyed. 

„Are you certain that this man O'Malley 
put the powder in the chimney?” said the 
reporter.

Lonpon, June 18.—It is now thought that 
the total loss of life during the panle in Via. 
toria hall, Sunderland, jcounty Durham, on 
Saturday night, foot up two hund red at 
least Several thousand Chiidret assem. 
bled at the hall to attend an entertainment 
by an emperor; there were very few adults 
present. The accident occurred at the close 
of the performance. The body of the hal! 
had been entirely cleared of oecupants, When 
1,200 of the children came rushing down 
stairs from the gallery, At the top of the 
first flight of stairs was a door which opened, 
Only twenty inehes, thus permitting but 


one child to pass through at the time 
While the mass of little ones were pushing 
forward one of them fell and was unable to 
rise, Owing to others crowding. tue result 
was that @ great number was pushed down, 
trampled on and suffocated. A majority 
of the children were under twelve years of 
age. The janitor, his wite, and several 
hastily-summoned bystanders went to work 
immediately to give the sufferers relief. 
They proceeded steadily and systematically 
to lift off the topmost ones in the mass of 
the crowd. A few of those who were be- 
neath had survived, and their moans and 
low cries of pain were distinctly heard by 
their grieving friends. ‘The staitcasé from 
the gallery was a winding one. Mr. Fay, 
who gave the entertainment, was unaware 
of the terrible accident until a man rushed 
up to him and informed him of it, and im 
médiately fell speechless to the floor. Tha 
total number of deaths thus far known to 
have occurred is 158. The cause of the ca 
lamity was the eagerness of the children to 
receive the prizes promised them. A man 
connected with the entertainment fastened 
the door half open in order that prizes might 
be given to the children one at a time, while 
they were leaving the hall. The scenes in 
Sunderland on yesterday were heart-rending 
in the extreme. Flags were at half-mast, 
and in all the churches prayers were said for 
the parents and friends of the victims, 
Queen Victoria sent a telegram to the 
mayor of Sunderland expressing her grief at 
the disaster. The children of various Sun- 
day schools throtighout England also sent 
telegrams of sympathy. In some homes 
there are five children dead. ‘The scenes in 
Victoria hall during the identification of the 
The faces 


and swolien from suffocation, from which 
they died. The act of removing the deaa 
from the hall on yesterday Was the occasion 
of renewed lamentation.

SUNDERLAND, June 18.—The excitement

THE QUEEN ON THE CATASTROPHE. 
SUNDERLAND, June 18.—Sir Henry Fred- 
erick Ponsonby, private secretary to the 
queen, telegraphed the mayor of Sunderland 
that her majesty directs him to state that 
she is terribly shocked at the awfal calamity 
in Victoria Hall, Saturday, and that her 
heart bleeds for the sufferings of the many 
bereaved parents.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION. 
Liberal receipts of wheat here this morning 
caused the bulls to open their eyes a little wider 
than usual. Ninety-one cars were inspected, of 


which seventy-four were graded No. 2 red. It is 
claimed that about seventy-five cars more, No. 2, 
willbe in by this afternoon apd soine time to- 
morrow. This 150 cars wheat comes from Indian- 
apolis, Ind., where it was purchased from Rust, 
the miller, by O. R. Francis & Bro. This report, 
at any rate, was current on the floor. Also itwas 
said that Francis & Bro. had bought largely in 
Chicago and Toledo of No. z red winter wheat, 
which was to be brought here atonce. It was 
confidently stated that 50,000 bushels of the Chi- 
cago wheat was loaded Saturday evening and wilt 
be on this market in afew days. All this wheat 
is for delivery on July contracts. Rumor 
has it that Francis & Bro. are 
the heaviest shorts here ior July, and 
they have bought nearly enough wheat 
in different markets to fill most of their shorts 
contracts, that is, of course, it the wheat get 
here in time, and (what there is more chance 
against) that it all grades No. 2red. So far the 
wheat arriving here is grading picely.—Severa 
speciinens of the wheat grown in near-by ssc 
tions were shown on the floor to-day. The wheat 
looked well until closely examined, then nota 
sign ofa kernel conld be found onthe heads. 
They had ali turned to cheat.——The Mississippi 
river is coming up 80 — — that fears are enter- 
tained of a general flooding of the American Bot- 
tom and the drowning out of a great quantity of 
wheat. Itis believed that only a small additional 
rise would now be necessary to inflict great dam- 
age and loss in the bottom lande, Along the 
issouri river there has been considerable dam- 
age done ao far by floods, and ail this Mussouri 
flood has not reached us yet. From what 
a straight source comes the story 
McGeoch’s failure was caused 
entirely by Phil Armour. It 
was a clear case of stabbed in the back and in 
the dark.

A GUARDIAN’S POWERS. 


Jurisdiction of the Probate Court— 
Judgment Against the Sherif. 


Judge Thayer has rendered a decision in 
the case of Benjamin O’Fallon and others 
against Judge Woerner of the probate 
court, a mandamus proceeding. It raised 
the primary question whether the probate 
court had the power to authorize the guard- 
ian of an insane person to employ the funds 
of an estate in making extensive improve- 


ments, such as the erection of buildings. 
Tne court says: ‘The general grant of juris- 
diction over all matters pertaining to probate 
business contained in section 1176, Revised 
Statutes of 1879,is explained in the same sec- 
tion to mean nothing more than a power to 
grant letters of administration, appoint 
guardians, settle accounts of administrators, 
ete., and order the sale or lease of lands. 
Touching insane persons, every probate 
court may make an order for the restraint, 
support and safekeeping of such person, for 
the management of his estate, and for the 
support and maintenance of his family and 
education of his children out of the proceeds 
of such estate; to set apart and reserve for 
the payment of debts, and to let, sell or 
mortgage any part of such estate, real or 
personal, when necessary for any of the 
purposes above specified. The correct an- 
swer to the question as to the true limit of 
the power of the Probate Judge in 
cases of this kind is found 
in the statute which devolves certain duties 
upon the guardian with respect to the es- 
tate, and gives him certain powers over the 
same. The guardian must collect the és- 
tate, prosecute and defend suits, make cer- 
tain expenditures and render proper ac- 
counts. He may sell end lease property, 
with the sanction of the probate court, to 
raise funds for certain necessary expendi- 
tures, or even for [the purpose of reinvest- 
ment. The probate court must see that all 
the duties are properly performed, and may 
make all the necessary orders incident there- 
to, and such may be properly termed orders 
for the management of the estate. Outside 
of this plain limit fixed by the statute, it has, 
in my 3 no ower to 
act. It certain ought not 
to assume the exercise of such an extensive 
poner as devising plans for the erection of 
uildings on real estate and supervising their 
execution without theclearest warrant there- 
for in the statute. Courts armed with the 
fullest chancery powers would exercisea 
— —— of that character very cautious- 
y. for the reason that undertakings of that 
sort are very much akin to embarking the 
ward’s estate in business ventures. It would 
scem very — 2 therefore, that a court pos- 
sessed of only limited statutory powers 
should decline to actin such matters unless 
the jurisdiction to act is conferred in unmis- 
takabie terms.“ 
CASE AGAINST THE SHERIFF. 

Judge Thayer decided to-day against the 
sheritf the case of A. M. Nelson and others. 
In this matter Nelson & Co. sued out an 
attachment against D. T. Sheahan, and 
caused the same to be levied on certain real 
estate in which Sheahan had a homestead 
interest. Sheahan claimed his exemption, 
and the sheriff, acting under the attachment 
writ, caused the property to be appraised by 
three householders. They appraised the 
property at $5,500, and, as the real estate 
was then encumbered by a mortgage for 
$3,500, the sheriff immediately released the 
attachment, against the protest of the 
attaching creditor. Before the attaching 
creditor had reduced his demand to 2 
ment, Sheahan sold the property and the 
attaching creditor lost his debt, Sheahan be- 
ing insolvent. The court says: The home- 
steader is not permitted to appropriate the 
entire oui of redemption as a homestead 
ina tract of land that exceeds in value or 
extent the amount of the homestead exemp- 
tion, even though such tract of land is not 
worth $3,000 over and above the mo or 
mortgages existing thereon. The sheriff is

COL. BRANSON. 


The Last Battle of the Late War Be- 
tween the States. 
From the Albuquerque Journal. 

A vary interesting bit of personal and gen- 
eral history, especially to the residents of 
New Mexico and the Rio Grande valley, is 
the fact that Colonel David Branson, now a 
resident of this place, is the man who fought 
the last battle and gave the last order to 
cease firing, at the close of the war of the 
rebellion, and did it at the mouth of New 
Mexico’s great river. the Rio Grande. The 
battle Was fought on May 12 and 13, 1865. 
Col. Branson was sent out from the genera! 
camp on Brazos Island with a mixed com- 
inand of about three hundred men fron the 
2d Texas caivary, dismounted, lst Missouri, 
colored, aud the 34th Indiana, to capture a 
herd of caitile for the use of the troops. 
While out he was attacked by a force of 
about six hundred Texas calvary with 
artillery, under Gen. Slaughter and Gen. 
Ford. During the ta war-ship arrived 
off the barbor with the news of the surren- 
der of Kirby Smith, the last ot' the conted- 
erate forces in the field, aud consequently 
the end of the war. Gen. Barrett, the com- 
mander of the garrison, ordered Col. Bran- 
son to cease fighting and return, which 
being impossible on account of the pressure 
of a saperior force and the well-known 
enmity on their part toward the colored 
troops and southern white union troops, the 
engagement was continued, though the 
univnists retired, fighting, toward the Island. 
Gen. Barrett came to the rescue on the 13th 
witha small reinforcement, and the fight 
back to the island occupied ail that day. 
Near sunset, as Gen. Barrett was crossing 
the ferry with the main budy, the attack 
was renewed upon the rear guard, in con 
mand of Capt. Coffin. Col. Branson had 
just gone back to the guard, and the enemy 
were repulsed; the last battle of the war 
was over. 

Then it was that Col. Branson, who had 
been informed of the good tidings broug:t 
by the war-ship in the offing, and fully com- 
prehended its importance and the historical 
significance of that day’s work with himself 
as a modest though conspicuous figure in the 
closing scene of the great tragedy, gave the 
order: to case tiring,’’ with probably deeper 
feeling than he ever before gave a military 
order, and gratefully sheathed the sword 
that had for five years been the symbol ot 
command through the bloodiest war of the 
ages, uever again, he hopes, to draw it in 
deadly conflict with his fellow-man. Turn- 
ing to Capt. Coffin he sententiously, and 
with an animation he can never feel again, 
remarked, that winds up the war,“ when 
the captain replied with equal emphasis, 
es, and I thauk God we are alive. ‘The 
impressive scene closed as the sun was sink- 
ing behind the sand-hills on the western 
bank of the Rio Grande and the Gulf of 
Mexico, and was witnessed by interested 
crowds of men perched in the rigging ot 
eighty men-of-war and other shipping an- 
chored in the offing and flying the flags of 
nearly every nation on earth.

What It Costs to Have the Nuptial Knot 
Tied in High-Life. 


From New York Morning Journal. 


“‘A New York fashionable wedding is a 
very expensive thing.“ said a prominent 
New York caterer of Fifteenth street to a 
journalier. 

“Of course,“ said the reporter, 'the bride’s 
clothes cost a great deal, and perhaps the 
grooin has to pay the minister a large sum, 
but do the other expenses amount to 
much?“ 

“The bride’s outfit is something I don’t 
know anything about. If a wedding is 
coming off, the bride’s father or mother or 
uncle or somebody comes to me and Says: 
‘lam going to have a wedding and I want 
you to furnish for for it.’ ‘Al right, I say, 
‘how. many guests?’ Well, about three 
hundred to the reception.’ Then I set to 
work to calculate what kind of a table they 
want.“ 

How much per guest,” interrupted the 
reporter, doest it take for a very nice 
wedding collation . 

“Well, Lean seta very pretty table for 
$1 50 per head. That will include ices, 
boulllion, cake, wine, jellies, bonbons, sey- 
erral kinds of salads, sandwiches, flowers, 
china, waiters and all.“ 

“What else besige the above menu would 
people want?“ 

“QO! many things. Champagne, oysters, a 
spiced fish which costs $20—more, if he is a 
nice jellow; cold meats, ete. ‘These are all 
expensive things, aud of course we have to 
charge for them.“ 

Do you include the wedding cake in the 
$1 50 estimate?” 

Not generally. You see it costs us about 
twenty cents foreach box full. The box 
costs a few cents, tue white satin ribbon that 
tles it about eight cents, and the cake about 
ten cents. Each box costs the person who 
orders it about thirty-five cents, which just 
multiplied by 300 cents, comes to $105. Lou 
can always tell a swell wedding by the cake

THE CREEK REBELLION, 


Reports of a Renewal of Difficulties 
Sensational and Untrue. 


A former resident of St. Louis, who has 
just returned from Muscogee, I. I., was met 
to-day at the Pianters’ by a Post-DISPATCH 
reporter. The gentleman is thoroughly re- 
liable and is well acquainted with the state 


of affairs in the Creek nation. In response 
to a query concerning the reports of renewed 
difficulties between the government forces 
and Espanhitchie's men, said to be caused 
by the killing of Porter and the subsequent 
driving out and killing of several of Espan- 
hitchie’s men, who had returned to 
their homes under protection of the 
federal military authorities, he declared 
that the stories were made of whole cloth by 
some scalawags, Who are constantly circu- 
lating stories to injure the government and 
to ferment trouble. Said he: ‘They are 
false and senSational. I have just come from 
Muscogee, the center of information in that 
region, and I know of no killing, except the 
killing of a loyal Creek some six weeks ago 
by unknown assassins, supposed to belong 
to Espanhitchie’s band. They are on a par 
with the reported ee of Gen. Porter. 
Ben Porter, the general’s brother, was killed 
by his nearest friend, an old crony of his, a 
man named Roberts, who was a clerk in a 
store at Okmulgee, and this man gave him- 
self up to the authorities on the 
following day. It is supposed the 
deed was committed during a drunken spree, 
and was more the result of accident than 
anything else. Porter was one of the most 
romising men in the nation, and his death 
a great loss. As to the killing of Childers, 
it may be so, but not in the way the reports 
state. Childers is under indictment for kill- 
ing a negro, and has been thoroughly armed 
and defiant of authority for sometime. ‘The 
sheriffs and their deputies are cailed the 
light horsemen, aud he may have been killed 
by some of them while resisting arrest, or 
by some negroes in revenge. There is no 
significance in the deed, if itisatact. As 
to destroying the property of the Espan- 
hitchie wen, that is untrue. 1 saw Espan- 
hitchie’s farm ten days ago, 
and it in fine condition, 
well stocked and well cared for. 
He has a home that any wealthy western 
farmer wight be proud of. It is well known 
that there is an order of the government that 
not a piece of property nor stock belonging 
to these men shall be touched, but an invita- 
tion has been extended to the followers of 
Espanhitchie to return peaceably to their 
homes, and the government in that case is 
The fact is there 
not a particie of danger to the life or prop- 
erty of any peaceful man in the Creek na- 
tion. ‘The people are law-abiding and Chief 
Chicote is as fine a governor as there is in 
‘any of the western states. He is a consci- 
envious man and if he has a weakness it is 
on the side of mercy.
